WAKE UP, 
HONGKONG ! 


It is reassuring that such a 
large measure of public support 
has been fortheoming during the 
past few days for the plea that 
the Government should do all in 
its power to make this Colony the 
obvious port of call for air Jines 
in these latitudes, There can be 
little doubt but that, before long, 
Japan and North China will have 
air connections with Europe, 
India, the Straits Settlements, 
the Dutch East Indies and Aus- 
tralia. A large pereentage of 
this traffic should pass through 
or by Hongkong. It should mat- 
ter little to us who carries the 
traflic so long as Hongkong, by 
providing. adequate — facilities, 
such as first-class landing 
grounds, beacons, directional 
wireless, ete, at reasonable rates, 
not only attracts air services but 
encourages them” to” call ~ here: 
The policy which made this sea- 
port what it is should be equally 
successful in developing the 
Colony as an air-port. Every 
air line calling here will be an 
inducement to other lines to eall 
for trans-shipment of passengers 
and mails, in which connection it 
should not be.forgotten that it is 
the trans-shipment trade which 
has made Hongkong what it is. 
lf the Government wakes up too 
late and finds air tines passing 
north of us, through Canton, or 
south through the Philippines, 
because permits are either re- 
fused or are “under considera- 
tidn,” it will have much difficult- 
ty in diverting the traffic to 
Hongkong. British lines should, 
of course, be encouraged, but 
business enn only be held by 
Hines giving good service at com- 
petitive rates, as witness the 
shipping trade passing through 
the port. French, Dutch, Chin-' 
ese, Japanese and American ser- 
vices will be flying this way in 
course of time, and refusal of 
permits by Hongkong can only 
succeed in diverting the traflic; 
it will not stop it. An analysis 
of ‘passengers and freight pass- 
ing through this port will show 
that Hongkong itself is not of 
great importance. We have 
little traffic essentially our own 
with which to bargain; our pros- 
‘perity in the past has resulted 
from our geographical position 
us wv port of call and trans-ship- 
ping point.

SUNSPOT MISCHIEF 


Everyone is aware of the atimula- 
ting effects of the sun on human 
spirits, It isealso scientific know- 
ledge that the sunspots that perio- 
dically detract from the* brilliance 
of the solar system's ceritral heat- 
ing plant react on such things as 
mundane weather and: wireless 
waves. But it is surely 9 new 
theory that 1s propounded by a 
Russian sefentist, namely, — that 
there ix a close connection between 
sunspots and outbreaks of mob 
violence, Collecting: atatistics of 
revohitions, rebellions, riots, and 
other human upheavals, he is said 
to have found that for some 1,600 
years the majority of them have 
occurred during the period when 
stinspots were at their maximum. 
The materialist, who declines to 
believe that there are more things 
in heaven and) earth than are 
dreamt of in his philosophy, will 
dismiss the Rugsian's theory as 
nonsense, or at the most coin- 
cidence, Admittedly, it is 
diMcult, when one has allowed a 
theory te dominate one’s mind, to 
find plenty of data in history or 
elsewhere {oo suppert if.

THE GEAR LEVER 


With many cars the gear lever 
is still located on the driver's off- 
side and is connected with the gear 
box by acsteel rod. It is some- 
times found that the gear lever 
-sticks When an attempt is made to 
get it through the gate, Each 
individual gear can be engaged 
without trouble, but when the lever 
is moved in a sideways direction 
through neutral it tends to jam, 

The catse is a simple one, The 
cross-shaft attached to the lever is 
dirty and dry. The parts should 
he freed by injecting paraffin oil 
inte them and then working them, 
Afterwards a liberal supply of oil 
should be used. The lever should 
agyin be avorked backwards and 
forwards a number of times and 
then a little mote oil should be 


sintroduced, ; . 


An oilhole is generally provided, 
but even if not, offing the cross- 
shaft and working: it a few times 
carries the oi between the contact- 
ing, surfaces,

We need in 
Mongkong some of the keen civic 
spirit in evidence in. the United 
States, were innumerable facili- 
ties are offered to traders and 
transportation companies. Not 
only are these facilities and port 
advantages freely advertised, but 
people are’ encouraged to settle 
by the offering of sites and in 
many other ways. It, is this

16 was certainly the most affected: 
In the long run, the participation 
of the United States was not 
essential to the engagementt not to 
have recourse to armed atrife with. 
out first exhausting certain pacific 
proceedings to resolve the dispute. 
But) how can an cconomic and 
financial boycott or a naval block- 
ade be applied so long as one of the 
most powerful nations in the world 
remains indifferent, hostile | or 
simply unpredictable?

To'this inhibition has heen added 
another not less important. It has 


been noticeable, in the course of the | 


Leugue’s existence, that the prin- 
cipal obstacle to the success of the 
system of sanctions does not pro- 
ceed from the ‘application of the 
measures it calls for. It proceeds 
from unwillingness to put the mat- 
ter on record, from voluntary blind- 
ness to the act of the most obvious 
transgressor, 


It is clear that this blindness 
arises, as least in. part, from the 
desire to avoid the application to 
pynishment which _ would .be_ the 
logical consequence of explicit re- 
cognition of the transgressor—just 
asa father, who for particular rea- 
sons does nol want to punish his 
son, pretends net to see his) mis- 
deeds.
